Peace Pact Claimed 
One Meeting Away 


But Saigon And Hanoi 
Might Ask Extension 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The White House said 
today that more than one additional negotiating 
session in Paris will be needed before a Vietnam 
cease-fire agreement can be wrapped up. 
Press Secretary Ronald 
L. 
Ziegler said both Hanoi and 
Saigon may insist on extension 
of the talks involving presiden­ 
tial adviser Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger. 
Ziegler refused to confirm or 
deny reports that Kissinger 
would go to Paris later this 
week for another session with 
LeDuc Tho, Hanoi’s chief nego­ 
tiator. 
But, in an indication that a 
Vietnam cease-fire was not as 
near as the administration pre­ 
viously indicated, he said: ’‘Af­ 
ter such a meeting further con­ 
sultations will be required with 
the South Vietnamese and per­ 
haps with the North Vietnam­ 
ese.” 
Ziegler's comments came as 
President Nixon started a stay 
of more than a week at his 
Camp David, Md., retreat, to 


consider the Vietnam peace ef­ 
forts and to work out details of 
his post-election reorganization 
of the bureaucracy. 
Kissinger stayed in Washing­ 
ton to meet his chief deputy, 
Gen. Alexander Haig, on his 
return this afternoon from talks 
with South Vietnamese Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu, before 
both flew to Camp David for 
Haig's first-hand report to the 
President. 
Ziegler’s remarks about the 
additional negotiations required 
for a settlement suggested that 
the negotiations had hit some 
snags. 
In confirming reports 
that a nine-point peace plan 
was imminent, Kissinger said 
on Oct. 26: 
‘‘We believe, incidentally, 
what remains to be done can be 
settled in one more negotiating 


session with the North Vietnam­ 
ese negotiators, lasting, no 
more 
than 
three 
or 
four 
days . .” 


Ziegler also said* the Presi­ 
dent's stay at the camp “ cer­ 
tainly will be more than a 
week” as he tackles the job of 
reorganizing the executive 
branch of government —his 
first pledge following his land­ 
slide re-election. 


In drawing up details of the 
shakeup. Nixon will be working 
closely with his chief domestic 
affairs advisers, and with Fred­ 
erick Malek. the former White 
House talent scout called back 
to help with the project. 


Ziegler said today that indus­ 
trialist Roy Ash. who headed a 
special panel that recommend­ 
ed structural changes in the 
government, had returned to 
the White House on temporary' 
assignment to help Malek work 
up plans. 
As for Haig’s report to the 
President. Ziegler said the gen­ 
eral brought back a letter to 
Nixon from Thieu, although he 
declined to discuss the contents. 
Nixon flew' to his mountain 
retreat just prior to Haig’s re­ 
turn.

“ skewed perspective’’ which 
could be “ easily translated into 
suspect conclusions." 
Post's report, issued last 
week, charged that the sys­ 
tem's electronic detection units

Storm Expected To End; 
One On The Way 


A windy, wet storm centered 
off the Oregon coast brought 
rain to Marin County and 
Southern Sonoma beginning 
early today. Traveler’s warn­ 
ings were posted for heavy, 
drifting snow in the Sierra. 


The storm — with an 80 per 
cent likelihood of rain tonight 
and 60 per cent tomorrow — 
was expected to pass eastward 
over the Cascade range tomor­ 
row, allowing Bay Area skies to 
clear Wednesday. But another 
in a series of fast-moving, 
small storms moving eastward 
over the Pacific Ocean is ex­ 
pected to arrive Thursday, fed­ 
eral weather forecasters said 
today. 


The skies cleared long enough 
after the Friday and Saturday 
rainstorm to allow the mercury 
to plunge to frost levels in parts 
of Marin and Southern Sonoma 
yesterday. Ground fog briefly 


slowed travel in the Bay Area 
and San Joaquin and Sacra­ 
mento valleys. 
Southernly winds gusted to 3 3 
miles per hour in Tiburon early 
today, and about 25 miles per 
hour in Novato. 
Lowlands in Marin often flood 
when southerly winds 
and 
heavy rains coincide with ex­ 
treme high tide; but the highs 
today and tomorrow will be less 
than 4.7 feet. Tides in the 6.1 to 
6.9 feet range will occur begin­ 
ning next weekend. 
By 8 a.m. today, the newest 
storm had brought .8 5 inch of 
rain to Bolinas; .47 in Corte 
Madera, .5 8 in Tamalpais Val­ 
ley; .4 in Sausalito and Novato; 
.3 5 in Petaluma, .91 in Ross and 
.18 in Tiburon. By noon in San 
Rafael, a total of 1.23 inch had 
fallen, brining the season’s total 
to date to 13 .3 6 inches. Average 
rainfall by Nov. 13 is 3 .8 0 
inches.

22 Dead As Storm 
Rips North Europe 


By L .P. INTERNATIONAL 
Gale winds gusting up to 124 
miles-per-hour screamed across 
much of northern Europe early 
today, driving floodwaters into 
thousands of homes, sending 
ships aground and causing 
death and destruction in sever­ 
al countries. 


At least 22 persons were re­ 
ported killed in storm-related 
accidents in five countries. 
Scores more were injured by 
flying debris, and damage to 
homes and installations ran into 
major sums, authorities said. 


Britain, Ireland, the Nether­ 
lands, Belgium, France, East 
and W’est Germany took the 
brunt of the storm—the first big 
one of the winter. 


Dozens of vessels ran into 
trouble. The Chinese ship Wan 
Chun was torn from anchorage 
in the North Sea and ran ashore 
on the Dutch coast. A small 
Danish motor vessel, the Me­ 
tric, with seven men and tw-o 
women aboard called for help 
after running ashore on Texel

Cranes top­ 
pled off the dockside at Rotter­ 
dam, damaging several vessels, 
while others were torn from 
their moorings. 
Police reported 10 dead in 
West Germany, one victim an 
11-year-old schoolgirl buried 
with five others under the roof 
of a school house in Huettental 
in North Rhine Westphalia. 
The winds uprooted trees, 
smashed windows and power- 
lines. They wrecked part of the 
space antenna at the Bochum 
Observatory which is used to 
track U.S. and Soviet space 
experiments. Institute Director 
Heinz Kam inski estimated 
damage at $155,280. 
The wind tore down a big 
campaign tent set up for Chan­ 
cellor Willy Brandt due to make 
a speech at Paderborn. 
In East Germany, the official 
news agency, ADN, reported 
hurricane w'inds of 124 miles- 
an-hour. 


Viet Paper Says Peace 
Rumors Are Groundless

The Saigon newspaper Tin 
Song, believed to reflect the 
views of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu, said today Thieu’s week­ 
end discussions with White 
House peace envoy Gen. Alex­ 
ander Haig “ have not made 
any progress.’’ Am erican 
sources were more optimistic. 
The American sources said 
Haig, w'ho arrives in Washing­ 
ton today from Seoul, is carry­ 
ing a letter for President Nixon 
giving Nixon conditional ap­ 
proval to sign an agreement 
with North Vietnam that would 
permit the return of U.S. pris­ 
oners of war and let South 
Vietnam settle its differences 
later. 
The sources said Thieu told 
Nixon the American president 
could go ahead and work out a 
settlement with the Commu­ 
nists to help free American 
prisoners of war as long as it 
did not compromise South Viet­ 
nam's position. 
The Saigon newspaper Tin 
Song (Live News) said rumors 


about the signing of a peace 
treaty soon are groundless be­ 
cause the discussions between 
the Vietnamese and Americans 
have not ended yet. The news­ 
paper quoted a source on the 
South Vietnamese National Se­ 
curity Council. 


“ The discussions between the 
Republic of Vietnam and emis­ 
sary Alexander Haig in the past 
days 
have 
not 
made 
any 
progress.” Tin Song said its 
source reported. 


The newspaper is backed fi­ 
nancially by Hoang Due Nha, 
Thieu’s nephew and personal 
secretary, who was present at 
all meetings last month with 
Kissinger and at the discussions 
during the weekend with Haig. 
Tin Song also said its source 
on the National Security Coun­ 
cil. which met with Haig and 
Thieu Saturday night, said dif­ 
ferences between the South Vi­ 
etnamese and the Communists 
have not changed and three 
main points remain to be clari­ 
fied — supervision of a cease­ 


fire, withdrawal of North Viet­ 
namese troops from South Viet­ 
nam and the duties of the pro­ 
posed 
Council 
of National 
Reconciliation and Concord. 
Tin Song said its source re­ 
ported a peace treaty will be 
signed only when all the details 
of an agreement are dear. 
Thieu wants teams responsi­ 
ble for enforcing a cease-fire to 
be in place when the fighting 
stops. He also has demanded 
the public withdrawal of North 
Vietnamese forces^from South 
Vietnam. 
The North Vietnamese have 
never admitted 
they have 
troops fighting in the South but 
Thieu estimates Hanoi's army 
below’ the Demilitarized Zone at 
3 00.000. The most recent U.S. 
estimate is 125 .00 0 . 
Thieu also wants assurances 
that the proposed Council of 
Reconciliation is not a “ dis­ 
guised” coalition government 
with the Communists. He wants 
any Communist representation 
in the government to be deter­ 
mined bv elections. 


Court Rejects Ellsburg Hearing 
Request To Pave Way For Trial 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Supreme Court voted 7 to 2 
today to let the government 
proceed with the trial of Daniel 
Ellsburg on charges of stealing 
the Pentagon Papers. 


The action came in a brief 
order which declined to grant a 
hearing on the contention of 
Ellsburg and his co-defendant, 
Anthony J. Russo Jr., that their 
right to a fair trial had been 
impaired by federal wiretap­ 
ping. 
Justices William O. Douglas 
and William J. Brennan Jr., 
objected to the Court s refusal 
to hear arguments at this time. 
A spokesman for Ellsberg, 
who has acknowledged leaking 
the secret documents on the 
Vietnam war study to the press, 
said he doubted that the trial in 
Los Angeles would resume be­ 


fore mid-December, and possi­ 
bly not until early next year. 
He said the challenge of the 
governm ent's w-iretapping 
would be kept alive as grounds 
for another appeal to the Su­ 
preme Court if Ellsburg and 
Russo are convicted. 


The Court also: 
—Refused to review rulings 
by appeals courts involving 
school integration disputes in 
three states. Without comment, 
the Court let stand lower court 
actions which called for more 
busing in Augusta, Ga.; direct­ 
ed Fort Worth. Tex., take fur­ 
ther steps to eliminate vestiges 
of segregation, and struck down 
a Louisiana parish’s use of 
achievement tests to assign stu­ 
dents at a newly desegregated 
school. 
—Let stand a ruling that Wil­ 


liam T. Farr, a reporter for the 
Los Angeles Herald Examiner, 
was properly sentenced to jail 
for refusing to say in 1970 which 
attorneys in the Charles Man- 
son “ family” murder case gave 
him information against orders 
of the trial judge. 
—Refused to block a civil 
contempt judgment against 
throe men who claimed illegal 
government eavesdropping 
gave them grounds to refuse to 
testify before a federal grand 
jury in San Francisco. 
The men are Howard Berg, a 
Minneapolis physicist; Dr. Phil­ 
ip Craven, a San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, physician, and Daniel Ro­ 
senberg of San Francisco, a 
former conservationist with the 
Sierra Club.

Mission To Mors 


PASADENA tUPI) - The Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory at Cal 
Tech, which managed the Mari­ 
ner mission to Mars for NASA’s 
Office of Space Science, said 
yesterday they had made five 
major discoveries about the 
Red Planet. 


The major findings, the JP L 
reported were: 


The discovery that much of 
the previously puzzling varia­ 
tion in the planet’s appearance 
is caused by huge dust storms. 


The close-up recording to 
such a storm showed that dust 
clouds towered up to 37 miles. 
The discovery that Mars may 
well have had free flowing wa­ 
ter. the satellite's cameras 
showing evidence of what ap­ 
peared to be dried-up beds of 
river and stream systems. 
Finding of an equatorial cre­ 
vasse several thousand miles 
long. 
Discovery that Mars is a geo­ 
logically active planet, with vol­ 
canic mountains. 


House Dissolved 


TOKYO ( UPI) — Emperor 
Hirohito formally dissolved the 
-191-seat House of Representa­ 
tives today, setting the stage 
for Premier Kakuei Tanaka 
and his ruling Liberal-Demo­ 
cratic Party to seek a new 
mandate at premature national 
elections Dec. 10. 
The emperor issued the order 
on instructions from Tanaka 
and his cabinet. 
Tanaka and the cabinet de­ 
cided earlier today at an emer­ 
gency meeting to dissolve par­ 
liament and call elections now 
in hopes of winning a fresh 
four-year mandate on the 
strength of his Peking and 
Washington policies. 
Political sources said Tanaka 
and his party were likely to 
return to power handily.

Pope Drops Plan 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) - Vat­ 
ican sources said yesterday 
that Pope Paul VI has decided 
against an overhaul of the sys­ 
tem now used to elect popes 
despite recent reports that he 
would do so. 
The sources said the 75-year- 
old pontiff is likely to continue 
allowing only cardinals to vote 
for popes — with the possible 
exception of a special 15-man 
commission of Rome-based 
bishops. 
For more than a year, the 
sources said, Paul has been 
studying a possible reform of 
the ancient conclave system the 
Roman Catholic church uses to 
elect its pontiffs. They said 
earlier that a document on the 
subject was likely next year. 
But now, the sources said, the 
Pope has not prepared a docu­ 
ment on the reform nor has he 
decided what to do because 
major theological objections 
make reform more difficult at 
first thought. 


Vigilante Force 


BELFAST (UPI) - Roman 
Catholics reacted today to the 
latest slaying of a Catholic by 
announcing the formation of a 
new vigilante force to defend 
their homes from Protestant 
attacks. 
At the same time, authorities 
announced yesterday was the 
first violence-free day in North­ 
ern Ireland since Aug. 1 when 
British troops tightened their 
campaign against Irish Repub­ 
lican Army (IRA) extremists in 
guerrilla strongholds. 
But police cautioned both 
Protestants and Catholics to 
beware of a possible wave of 
assassinations in Northern Ire­ 
land following the Saturday kill­ 
ing of a Catholic shopkeeper. 


Wins Judgment 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Mrs. 
Robert Hendrick. 56, has won a 
.$595,000 judgment against a 
surgeon who allegedly per­ 
formed fraudulent operations 
on her back, causing partial 
loss of functioning in her lower 
body. 
During the 10-wTeek trial, doc­ 
tors testified that at least 15 
other patients were victims of 
unnecessary surgery by former 
Sacramento orthopedist Dr. 
John G. Nork, a Columbia Uni­ 
versity Medical School gradu­ 
ate who now' practices at the 
Veterans Administration hospi­ 
tal in Martinez.

Johnson 
squirmed between the cockpit 
seats for protection but was 
wounded in the arm. The hi­ 
jackers then left him alone, he 
said. 
A passenger, J. Frank Robin­ 
son, 47, St. Petersburg, Fla., 
said “ everything was okay until 
then (the FBI shooting). 
“ Everybody kept his cool. 
But when that happened, none 
of us knew what was going to 
happen next. They just about 
got us killed by doing it.” Rob­ 
inson said he heard the pilot 
say the F B I had “ double- 
crossed” him by shooting at the 
plane. Robinson injured his leg 
jumping from the plane in Ha­ 
vana. 
Dr. Gale Buchanan, 35, a 
professor at Auburn University 
in Alabama, said he didn’t 
think the FBI shooting “ was a 
very wise decision. Now that I 
look back over it. it’s frighten­ 
ing. That’s the only time I 
really thought we were going to 
die—when the FBI opened fire 
on the plane.” 
Radio Havana in its broad­ 
cast of the landing said several 
passengers criticized the FBI 
shooting as “ a criminal act that 
put all of their lives in danger.” 
The FBI has given no expla­ 
nation for the shooting. 
The hijackers, who remained 
in Havana after reportedly col­ 
lecting $2 million in ransom, 
were charged with air piracy 
by the FBI. They were identi­ 
fied as accused rapists Henry 
Deewilliam Jackson Jr., 27, and 
Louis Moore, 27, both of De­ 
troit, and Melvin Charles Cale, 
22, a fugitive from a Tennessee 
prison. Havana Radio said the 
hijackers were “ apprehended” 
by Cuban militiamen. 


Russians See 
Accelerator 


STANFORD (UPI) -Stanford 
University has quietly shown 
two nuclear scientists from the 
Soviet Union through its two- 
mile long linear accelerator. 
Those making the tour were 
A. Petrosvants, chairman of the 
state committee for the utiliza­ 
tion of atomic energy in the 
USSR, and V. Semiyanov, a 
member of the committee’s for­ 
eign section. 
They came to Stanford from 
Chicago where they visited oth­ 
er Russian scientists who are 
working in the national acceler­ 
ator laboratory and before that 
had visited atomic facilities in 
Washington.

But leftwing labor unions and 
political organizations in the 
Jordanian capital of Amman 
announced they would demon­ 
strate anyway against what 
they branded a “ police massa­ 
cre” despite a government or­ 
der forbidding such action with­ 
out official permission. 


Both rightwing and leftwing 
political leaders also called for 
the resignation of Premier Saeb 
Salam. The leader of the oppos­ 
ition Progressive Socialist Par­ 
ty said his resignation should 
be “ the price paid for the kill­ 
ings.” 
The newspaper An Nahar 
said today groups calling the 
strike and demonstrations did 
not have permission from the 
authorities, but planned to go 
ahead. 
The army’s security takeover 
did not mean martial law, judi­ 
cial sources said.

U.S. Planes Fly 
Heaviest Strikes 


SAIGON (UPI) - U.S. war­ 
planes struck in the heaviest 
raids of the war in the North 
Vietnam Panhandle area dur­ 
ing the weekend, but the action 
tapered off Sunday both in the 
air and in ground fighting in the 
South, military sources said to­ 
day. 
The U.S. command said there 
were 390 single plane attacks 
from Saturday through Sunday. 
A total of 240 strikes were flown 
against North Vietnamese posi­ 
tions Saturday, the highest total 
of the war. Another 150 were 
flown Sunday. 
The command also said 21 
B52 strikes were directed 
against targets in the Panhan­ 
dle area from Saturday through 
noon today. 
U.S. Navy jet pilots said sev­ 
en Soviet-built missiles were 
fired at them Sunday as they 
bombed a North Vietnamese 
airfield only six miles south of 
the 20th parallel, the 7th Fleet 
reported today. None of the jets 
was hit, the Navy said. 
But in the coastal highlands 
about 280 miles north of Saigon, 
a U.S. OH6 Loach light observa­ 
tion helicopter was hit by 
ground fire today and one of its 
two crewmen was wounded. 
The pilot managed to jockey 
the damaged craft back to his 
base at Landing Zone English, 
according to field reports. 
On orders from President 
Nixon Oct. 23, U.S. air raids on 
North Vietnam were restricted 
to below the 20th Parallel, 
which runs 65 miles south of 
Hanoi and Haiphong. 
In ground fighting, Commu­ 
nist attacks dropped to 62 for 
the 24 hours ending at 6 a.m. 
EST today, the lowest in six 
weeks. However, South Viet­ 
namese marines near Quang 


Tri city were reported to ha v e 
come under a second consecu­ 
tive day of bombardment by 
more than 1,000 shells. The ba r­ 
rages were the heaviest since 
the city was recaptured fro m 
the North Vietnamese Sept. 16. 
Near Long My in the Meko ng 
Delta, about 100 miles so uth­ 
west of Saigon, South Vietna m­ 
ese militiamen repulsed a Co m­ 
munist attack befo re da wn 
Sunday, the command said. The 
militiamen reported killing fiv e 
of the attackers while sustain­ 
ing seven dead and 15 wounded. 
In a delayed report, military 
sources said 28 regional force 
militiamen were killed Satur­ 
day and six wounded out of a 
battalion of about 500 men in a 
midday battle near Sam Giang. 
The sources said Communist 
casualties in the battle, 40 miles 
southwest of Saigon, were un­ 
known. 
Two South Vietnamese A1 
propellor-driven 
Skyraiders 
were shot down during fighting 
late Sunday on the big Michelin 
rubber plantation 40 miles 
northwest of Saigon, the com­ 
mand said. The pilots were 
rescued, but one was reported 
to be seriously wounded.

RUDOLF FRIML 
Strong on melody 


“Operettist 
Rudolf Friml 
Dies At 92 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Rudolf 
Friml, last of the great operet- 
tists, died last night. He was 92. 
The diminutive, Prague-born 
composer of “ Rose Marie” and 
“ The Vagabond King” suc­ 
cumbed after a lengthy illness 
* at Presbyterian Hospital. 
^ He had entered the hospital 
on Oct. 5 for treatment of the 
undisclosed illness. Last Febru­ 
ary he was hospitalized for 
internal bleeding. 
He was known as the last of 
the big three operettists, along 
with Victor Herbert and Sig­ 
mund Romberg. But besides his 
-33 operettas, he composed nu­ 
merous works in other forms 
and was renowed as a pianist. 
An operette is a light, amus-' 
ing, often farcical musical-dra­ 
matic work with an inconse­ 
quential plot, cheerful music 
and spoken dialogue. Friml was 
classified as a romanticist who 
favored themes of the swash­ 
buckling past. His works were 
strong on melody. 
He wrote his first operetta, 
.¿‘Firefly,” in 1912 and was ac- 
‘live into his 90s. 
He wrote such popular songs 
"as “ Indian Love Call” and 
“ Donkey Serenade,” which he 
later called an “ abortion.” He 
never would name his favorite.

Probe Of Family

SANTA BARBARA, Calif.

91 Nations Ink Accord

LONDON (UPI) — Ninety-one 
nations reached agreement to­ 
day on a new international con­ 
vention to control the dumping 
of wastes at sea. 


Belgian Ambassador Jean 
van den Bosch was the first to 
put his signature to the agree­ 
ment. which lays down strict 
international controls for the 
dumping at sea of toxic or 
dangerous wastes. 
Other nations signed in alpha­ 
betical order at a Georgian 
desk before the sweeping gilt 
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stances could be dumped freely 
at sea and which should be 
dumped only under strict con­ 
trol as to quantity and location. 
The agreement broadly follows 
American legislation which 
President Nixon signed into law 
on Oct. 28. 
The sources said the treaty is 
expected to prohibit the dump­ 
ing anywhere at sea of heavy 
metals such as mercury and 
cadmium, both highly toxic. 
The treaty would require sub­ 
scribing nations to refuse navi­ 
gation permits to ships carry­ 
ing noxious wastes through 
their territorial waters if there 
were grounds for suspecting 
they planned to dump the mate­ 
rials, the sources said.

He said the 
Fremont, Richmond and Con­ 
cord routes would be operated 
as a shuttle as originally in­ 
tended until the start of service 
across the bay, when he expect­ 
ed all safety problems to be 
solved. 


Stokes said BART was using 
a "careful strategy" in meeting 
safety problems on the present 
service and would continue to 
do so when other sections were 
opened. 


"Thus, despite the headlines 
proclaiming BART train control 
to be unsafe which followed the 
issuance of the analyst's report, 
it appears that the analyst's 
view coincicides with our own 
view of the most important and 
immediate operational aspects 
of the safety issue." 


In criticizing the “ tone and 
perspective" of the analyst's 
report, Stokes said the report 
“ gives the impression that the 
part of the system we are now 
operating is unsafe. 


“ But that is not the case, and 
a careful reading of the ana­ 
lyst' s report reveals that ap­ 
parently he does not think that 
is the case. But skewed per­ 
spective is easily translated in­ 
to suspect conclusions which we 
must avoid."

Supervisor-elect Gary Gia­ 
comini announced today that 
his headquarters at 502 Irwin 
Street, San Rafael, will remain 
open until he takes office in 
January.

prosecution on the basis of their 
testimony, they continued to 
refuse to answer some ques­ 
tions for the grand jury, al­ 
though they responded to a few. 
PecV.ham held them in con­ 
tempt on Oct. 20. 


The San Francisco witnesses 
were subponaed by Robert 
Dierker. a special attorney 
from the Justice Department's 
Internal Security Division. He 
said there had been no electron­ 
ic surveillance of the men 
themselves and that he had no 
obligation to disclose illegal 
surveillance of attorneys. 


Douglas filed a four-page dis­ 
sent in the Ellsworth action, 
expressing regret that the 
Court "does not take this occa­ 
sion to lay down some further 
ground rules for the conduct of 
criminal cases involving elec­ 
tronic surveillance in the sensi­ 
tive area which involves both 
the fourth and sixth amend­ 
ments." 
The Justice Department has 
acknowledged that a conversa­ 
tion of one of the defendants’ 
lawyers was overheard through 
an unauthorized wiretap.

Douglas on July 19 delayed 
the trial of the two men until 
their claim could be dealt with 
by the high court. 
Ellsberg and 
Russo are 
charged with conspiracy, theft 
of government property and vi­ 
olations of the espionage act in 
connection with leaking the 
Vietnam papers to the press in 
1971. A jury had been selected 
and opening statements were 
coming up when the Douglas 
order was issued.

Citize ns De ma nd 
The y Re ta in Control 


In four states last Tuesday, 
voters refused to heed the siren 
call of “ tax reformers” who 
urged deserting the property 
tax for financing public schools 
in favor of what they claimed 
would be more equitable state 
funding. 


California voters dumped the 
Watson Amendment by 2-to-l. 
It would have sharply reduced 
the property tax for schools, 
mandating the Legislature to 
make up the difference from 
other levies. 
Voters in Michigan turned 
down by roughly 3-to-2 a pro­ 
posal to shift school support 
from the local property tax to 
the state. Those in Colorado 
rejected a measure very simi­ 
lar to the Watson Amendment 
to 7-to-3. In Oregon, a proposal 
to turn all school support over 
to the state went down 2-to-l. 


ONE ANALYSIS of these re­ 
sults which we read interpreted 
them as meaning that people 
hesitate to turn from the status 
quo in tax structure. It predict­ 
ed the courts will have to 
“ reform 
school financing. 
That seems to us a rather 
shallow interpretation. We 
think rejection of the Watson 
Amendment in California and 
the other school support mea­ 
sures in 
Michigan, Colorado 
and Oregon has deeper signific­ 
ance. 
Basic to all these proposals 
— as to most of the so-called 
“ tax reforms” that come out of 
legislatures and university eco­ 
nomics departments — is dimi­ 
nution of the citizen's control 
over how his tax money is 
spent. 
Once schools — or welfare, 
or whatever other governmen­ 
tal service you might name — 
is financed from taxes collected 
by the state and then funneled 
back to local jurisdictions pur­ 
suant to some state-concocted

formula, there is no way for 
the citizen to exercise any con­ 
trol of priorities. 


C IT IZ E N C O N T R O L over the 
property tax is not what it once 
was. Although cities, school dis­ 
tricts, and most other local 
districts are restricted by law' 
as to the rates they can levy 
without specific voter approval, 
the law has been honeycombed 
with exceptions. 
Thus the “ maximum tax 
rate" voted for a school district 
has little meaning. There are 
43 “ overrides” which school 
boards can levy atop what the 
electorate has authorized — 
without asking anybody, and 
often without even telling any­ 
body. 
The cities have a much 
smaller list of special taxes 
beyond the $1 per $100 assessed 
valuation that applies to gener­ 
al law cities and the charter 
restrictions in charter cities. 
But they, too, have picked up 
various ways to add to the load 
without voter authorization, 
through tax tinkering by the 
legislature. 
Nevertheless, such control 
over taxation as the citizen still 
has applies to the property tax. 
He has none whatever over 
sales, income or other state 
levies. 


W H A T T H E P E O P L E of Cal­ 
ifornia, Michigan, Colorado and 
Oregon were saying at the polls 
last 
Tuesday comes through 
pretty clearly to us. They were 
saying that they want to keep 
some control over how much 
they are taxed and for what. 
They don't want Big Brother in 
Sacramento, Lansing, Denver 
or Salem dictating to them. 


I f legislators got the message 
(which we doubt they did), they 
will quit tinkering with the tax 
structure for awhile and con­ 
centrate their efforts on reduc­ 
ing state spending.

Never mind that the issue was thor­ 
oughly and openly debated long ago. that 
a detailed and costly study was made of 
all possible sites, that the district already 
has bought the Larkspur site for $1,250,- 
oo<). or that it is about to build terminal 
facilities at a cost of $4.7 million. 
“ New information." of course, can be 
found daily after a public policy decision 
has been made. 


ANYONE RUNNING to jump aboard 
this bandwagon should keep in mind that 
it is making great speed, but goes only in 
reverse. 
Some attracted to the cause, we sus­ 
pect, will aim indirectly at plans to 
develop the peninsula above the terminal. 
They would hope that by stalling or 
moving the terminal they could pull the 
economic plug on the development. 
Meanwhile, construction already has 
begun on the first three new ferryboats. 
They will have no place to go unless 
construction of the Larkspur terminal 
begins as scheduled. The new fleet will 
be here earh in 1974. and surely will be 
needed by then to relieve ever — tighter 
congestion on Highway 101. 
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Be careful of what you ask for, Big 
Bear. They might try to give us the 
whole country back.”

THE CAMPAIGN against the Larkspur 
terminal unfortunately hangs a piece of 
its hat on a recommendation by the 
county planning department that "a long- 
range plan to remove the ferry terminal 
to Point San Quentin be pursued.” A 
department spokesman said the recom­ 
mendation in the “ balanced transporta­ 
tion plan' 
assumed that moving the 
terminal could be as many as 20 years in 
the future. 


The planning department apparently 
feels it can write off a $6 million invest­ 
ment in public funds with a mere wave of 
its wand. 


ENVIRONMENTALISTS - Spying an 
equally vital issue — also are aroused 
about the bridge district’s use of bird 
repellant on the pilings at the San Fran­ 
cisco ferry dock. It was applied to save 
the cost of having workmen chip away 
the seagull droppings. 


One of several complaining letters to 
the district objected that “ to harass and 
possibly injure these birds greatly dimin­ 
ishes the image of the Golden Gate 
Transit system in its professed concern 
for the environment." The repellant, 
according to the complainers, could kill 
the birds if it fouled their feathers. 
According to the label on the repellant, 
it is a clear, odorless compound “ which 
birds find tacky and disagreeable under­ 
foot.” 
These concerned citizens apparently 
feel their environment is better when 
coated with bird droppings.

Both Pa rtie s Are Big 
In Div ide d-Ma nda te 


WASHINGTON — The most significant 
fact which emerges from the 1972 elec­ 
tion is that both political parties won big. 
No party has ever lost the presidency 
so massively and simultaneously won 
Congress so decisively as the Democrats 
did this year. 
The effects of this divided victory will 
be far reaching. They show themselves in 
these results of the Nov. 7 voting: 
The nation gave Richard Nixon a 
momentous vote of confidence in his 
presidency and a landslide mandate 
which said “ keep it up" for four more 
years. 
But at the same time the voters gave 
the Democrats firm control of Congress 
and, in effect, a renewed mandate to be 
both prod and watchdog over the Nixon 
presidency. 
Thus the voters strongly re-endorsed 
the Nixon administration and strongly re­ 
endorsed the Democratic Congress which 
has usually been at odds with the Presi­ 
dent. 


IT WAS A DOUBLE defeat for Sen. 
George McGovern. 
In all our political history no Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate has ever 
lost so badly. By their votes the Ameri­ 
can people thundered “ no” to Senator 
McGovern and thundered “ yes” to a 
continuing Democratic Congress which 
over the years has done nearly all the 
things which the senator branded as 
wrong and wanted to change. 
The sw’eep of the Nixon landslide can 
hardly be overstated. He won a popular 
majority equal to anything in the past. 
He carried the South and the North, the 
East and the West. He carried New York 
City and McGovern’s home state of South 
Dakota. Where McGovern campaigned 
longest and hardest — 13 trips to Ohio — 
Mr. Nixon won overwhelmingly. Appar­ 
ently where Senator McGovern’s views 
were expounded most fully, they were 
rejected most decisively. 


THE MOST MEANINGFUL part of the 
Nixon victory is that it did not come only

from the “ unpoor, the unyoung and the 
unblack.” Every segment of the whole 
electorate supported Mr. Nixon far more 
conclusively than four years ago. He won 
the rural vote, the suburban vote, the 
city vote, the Catholic vote, the Jewish 
vote, split the unemployed and youth vote 
down the middle. He took 40 per cent of 
the Democrats, 59 per cent of blue-collar 
workers, and increased his percentage of 
black supporters from 5 per cent in 1968 
to 15 per cent this year. 
The Nixon triumph is a nearly undivid­ 
ed garment. Politically the President 
owes everything to the many and nothing 
to the few. 
This should contribute to his freedom 
of action in the White House. 


THE S IZE and the significance of the 
Democratic victory in Congress also can 
hardly be overstated. In an election when 
their Democratic presidential nominee 
was a sinking, pervasive drag on the 
party and when the Republican nominee 
w as amassing a popular vote like Lyndon 
Johnson's in 1964 and F.D.R. s in 1936, to 
gain two seats in the Senate and hold 
Republican gains to nine in the House — 
less than half they expected — that, too, 
is a landslide achievement. 
It reveals the nationwide power and 
resilience of the Democratic Party with a 
potential to take it all when it can choose 
a presidential candidate in its own like­ 
ness. 
It does more. It casts doubt on the 
mandate which Mr. Nixon's huge victory 
would normally give him. It restricts the 
freedom of action of the President in 
ways which may not have been intended. 
Mr. Nixon centered attention on this 
consequence quickly and frankly in his 
first postelection statement. He said that 
his landslide would be meaningless if the 
Congress and the President did not work 
together. 
This is the crucial question mark which 
hangs over the election’s double victory. 
Will they?

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WASHINGTON — It should be a happy 
hour of self-congratulation for the theor­ 
ists who have been preparing us for a 
mighty naw majority coalition under the 
Republican banner. 
But on second 
thought, make it a half hour instead. 
Under analysis, the theory breaks down. 


It was not so much a Republican 
victory as a Democratic defeat, and not 
so much a Democratic defeat as a 
McGovern debacle. You may think it 
noodling to talk about the conditional 
nature of such a massive landslide. But if 
Mr Nixon intends to call it a popular 
mandate and use it for leverage to move 
the country on anything bold and chancy, 
he had better get moving today, before 
Congress and whoever else he needs to 
bluff catches on to what it really was. 


THE FIRST EVID EN C E against the 
popular mandate notion is in the gross 
voting totals, which show that only about 
77.5 million Americans bothered to go to 
the polls. That is only 56 per cent of the 
potential electorate, the lowest fraction 
to vote since 1948, when 52 per cent 
turned out. Those figures testify that 
millions were so repulsed by both presi­ 
dential candidates that they just said the 
hell with it. 
Contrasting those figures with the ones 
in 1964 tends to prove Mr. Nixon’s high

percentages across the board were due 
more to nonvoting Democrats than to 
voters swarming out to endorse his presi­ 
dential record. 
Eight years ago, when Barry Goldwa- 
ter marched his McGovern-style crusade 
off in the opposite direction, the voting 
percentage (64) was higher than in any 
postwar election, as alarmed Democrats 
queued up to reject a dramatic swing to 
the right. 


FURTHER PROOF is in the virtual 
nonexistence of presidential coattails this 
time. It has been noted everywhere, but 
analysis firms it up. 
In 1964, Lyndon Johnson's margin of 
victory brought 38 more Democrats info 
the House and added two to the already 
lopsided Democratic majority in the Sen­ 
ate. The Republicans managed to gain 
one governorship, but lost more than 500 
state legislature seats across the country. 
Yet even in catastrophic defeat, Gold- 
water managed to break new ground for 
his party because of his regibnal appeal 
in the South. By associating themselves 
with him. Republican candidates cap­ 
tured a handful of House seats in the 
Deep South (five in Alabama alonei 
where the name of their party had been'a 
cuss word in years past 
It can be argued that Mr. Nixon had at 
least some regional success of the same 
sort, because his party made surprising 
gains in the upper South. The very 
conservative Republican winners in the 
Virginia and North Carolina Senate races 
both campaigned mainly by identifying 
their opponents with McGovern; in North 
( arolina the GOP picked up a governor 
the same way, and the tactic worked in 
scattered individual House contests in the 
South. 
Nationwide, however, the results al­ 
ready are familiar: In the face of the 
Nixon sweep, the Democrats apparently 
gained two seats in the Senate a n d h e ld 
the GOP to a net increase of 15 in th e 
House. They also won an additional state 
house. 


I H ER E IS NO PROOF certain in the 
statistics that Mr. Nixon would have lost 
to any more centrist candidate put up by 
the Democrats. He has been smart politi­ 
cally, and his foreign initiatives especial­ 
ly have earned broad approval. It seems 
chintzy to insist that a victory by 25 
percentage points is based purely on 
negative reaction to McGovern. Yet the 
accompanying evidence is that the Demo­ 
crats remain the majority party, and 
that Mr. Nixon will continue to have to 
deal with them on that basis. 
What he has received from the electo­ 
rate is not a mandate, but an opportuni­ 
ty. Armed with a 62 per cent majority of 
the vote, and with his last presidential 
election behind him, he can afford now to 
gauge what needs to be done in terms 
other than the immediate political effect 
of each decision. With his own long view 
of world history and with advice from 
Dr. Kissinger’s extraordinarily clear per­ 
spective, he already has moved this wav 
on international affairs. 
Now at last he has a chance to ignore 
short-run politics in matters close to 
home as well, and in doing so to leave a 
record that cannot be minimized by 
statistical nitpickers the morning after

Lawy ers seem to agree that, 
at present, the u ltimate pu nish­ 
m ent can be applied only in 
cases where the death penalty 
is mandatory — in California, 
when a life prisoner k ills a non­ 
prisoner and in three more 
obscu re categories. 
The reason for this is that the 
U.S. Su preme Cou rt said the 
death penalty cannot be applied 
in a “ capriciou s m anner” and 
leav ing complete discretion to a 
ju dge or a ju ry , as is the case 
in California in first degree 
m u rder cases, giv es no gu ide­ 
lines. 
It is generally believ ed, how­ 
ev er, that the legislatu re cou ld 
now add to the list of crimes for 
which capital pu nishm ent is 
mandatory . 
What really becomes fu zzy , 
thou gh, is the area of cases now 
pending in cou rt. 
One su ch inv olv ed Ru chell 
Magee, the San Qu entin conv ict 
who was once Angela Dav is's 
codefendant and who is still 
aw aiting trial in connection

The popu larity of ice cream 
with Americans is hardly new. 
“ We dare not tru st ou r wit for 
mak ing ou r home pleasant to 
.ou r friend so we bu y ice 
cream ," Ralph Waldo Emerson 
w rote well ov er a hu ndred 
y ears ago. All their liv es Amer­ 
icans hav e pu t away ice cream 
— an.estimated 23 q u arts of ice 
cream, ice milk , and sherbert 
per A m erican stom ach per 
y ear. Or enou gh frozen dessert, 
as one wildly im aginativ e 
mathematician has estimated, 
to fill Grand Cany on with all 
those 400-plu s flav ors con­ 
su med, inclu ding sau erk rau t 
sherbert and persimmon ice 
cream. 
What is new is that Ameri­ 
cans are now tak ing ice cream 
seriou sly — the way French­ 
men tak e their pastry , the way 
Italians tak e their pasta. Hick s 
in New York . Bailey ’s in Bos­ 
ton, Wil Wright's in Los Ange­ 
les — the places people u sed to

Westerners who think that only 
Prav da deals in ideology are 
nu tu ring an illu sion, he de­ 
clared. citing not only the ex ist­ 
ence of Radio Free Eu rope and 
Radio Liberty , which broadcast 
to Eastern Eu rope and the Sov i­ 
et Union, bu t also — ou t of 
contex t — colu m nist Jam es 
Heston s critical v iew of the u se 
of media in the American elec­ 
tions. 


Sobak in w arned that 
the 
Commu nist bloc mu st be v igi­ 
lant against ideological infiltra­ 


tion throu gh ex changes of peo­ 
ple and information. 


When Americans think of ex ­ 
change of ideas, they arc apt to 
conceiv e of it as ideally a free 
and u ntrammeled flow. The So­ 
v iet Union encou rages cu ltu ral 
ex change, bu t insists that it be 
carefu lly regu lated. 


The desire of Western cou n­ 
tries to enlarge the ex change of 
people, ideas, and information 
and the Sov iet Union's firm 
refu sal to “open the borders" to 
u nrestricted ex changes are 
lik ely to clash at the prelimi­ 
nary meeting for the Eu ropean 
secu rity conference. 


This meeting, which opens in 
Helsink i Nov . 22, is to draft the 
agenda for the conference. So­ 
bak in accu ses the NATO cou n­ 
tries of planning to demand 
concessions from the Commu ­ 
nist lands in order to “open the 
borders’’ to “monstrosities of 
bou rgeois cu ltu re and misinfor­ 
mation.” 
A decade ago. when cu ltu ral 
ex changes were new, Ameri­ 
cans placed high hopes on them 
as meeting grou nds for div er­ 
gent ideas. At that time a New 
York pu blisher planned to issu e 
a magazine to print, side by 
side, the contrasting v iews of 
Sov iet and American writers 
abou t the problems of their 
respectiv e societies. 
Bu t it soon became apparent 
that the hope of an u ninhibited 
ex change of ideas was u nlik ely 


to blossom, and the project w^s 
dropped. American newspaper 
editors ask ed the right of free 
sale of some of their papers in 
Moscow on a reciprocal basis — 
Sov iet new spapers circu late 
freely in the United States — 
and were tu rned down. 


An occasional lim ited ex ­ 
change of indiv idu al articles 
occu rs, as well as a gov ern­ 
m ent-approv ed ex change of 
stage performers. Bu t the ex ­ 
change which ov ershadows all 
today is in the realm of science, 
technology and bu siness. 


The bu sinessmen and techni­ 
cians are apt to prov ide the 
real ex change of ideas in the 
fu tu re. So if y ou are planning to 
start a jou rnal of cu ltu ral ex ­ 
change. mak e it a magazine of 
science, technology , or trade, 
where hard self-interest dic­ 
tates cooperation on both sides. 
Meantime, y ou can enjoy the 
Bolshoi Ballet in New York and 
the New York City Ballet in 
Moscow — as long as they don't 
tangle with conflicting social or 
political ideas.

That bad news for welfare 
cheats is tempered by the limit­ 
ed breadth of the computer 
search and the possibility it 
again may become entangled in 
court challenges, according to 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Milton M. 
Hyams. 
Supplementing the haphazard 
suspicions of citizens and busy 
welfare workers with the hard 
data of the Earnings Clearance 
System has raised the average 
number of cases referred to his 
office from eight to 14 a month. 
Hyams said. 
Criminal charges have in­ 
creased fourfold over the five 
or six prosecutions in 1971. 
Hyams said. 
Hyams, aided by two investi­ 
gators. handles all Marin wel­ 
fare prosecutions submitted by 
the Marin office of the Depart­ 
ment of Social Services. 
Most spectacular local fruit 
of the computer scrutiny has 
been the discovery that a 27- 
year-old Hayward woman using 
the 
name 
Lia 
Culcleasure 
Stahrlite may have received 
$3.523 in unwarranted aid from 
Marin between January, 1971, 
and September. 
The computer burst that bub­ 
ble when it detected her social 
security number in use for aid 
both in San Francisco and Ma­ 
rin, according to Hyams. 
Miss Stahrlite’s number over­ 
lap was not the only discrepan­ 
cy found. Hyams said. “ Our 
referrals have skyrocketed. It 
is more than we can handle," 
he said. 
When the computer went to 
work. Hyams said, he had a 
backlog of 32 cases awaiting 
investigation. 
That number 
since has swelled to 84 of Ma­ 
rin's approximately 2.400 aid 
recipients, he said 
But. despite its early success 
as a statewide snoop, the com­ 
puter at the state Department 
of Human Resources Develop­ 
ment is not 
a panacea for 
welfare fraud, according to 
Hyams. 
AH the machine does is com­ 
pare the social security num­ 
bers of Californians on Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil­ 
dren against those for whom 
employers submit unemploy­ 
ment insurance. 
If the recipient has earnings 
or a social security number on 
file in more than one welfare 
department, the state alerts the 
affected county. 
But the computer detects only 
those cheating to obtain aid for 
children and it doesn't catch all 
of those. Hyams said. 
It can't catch cheating gov­ 
ernment employees because no 
unemployment insurance is 
paid for them, he said. Nor can 
it catch recipients also receiv­ 
ing federal benefits or having 
unreported bank accounts, per­ 
sonal property or dwellings, he 
said 
It won't even catch the deter­ 
mined cheater who uses a dif­ 
ferent social security number 
for each welfare application, 
Hyams said. 


haven't 
been the system's biggest stum­ 
bling blocks though. Made law 
by the state Institutional and 
Welfare Reform Act in October 
1971. it was tied up in court 
until May. 


The Golden Gate Welfare 
Rights Association challenged 
the computer watchdog, but the 
state Court of Appeal ruled it 
violated no constitutional provi­ 
sion. 


Hyams said there may be 
another challenge because the 
voters Tuesday added the right 
of privacy to the state constitu­ 
tion. 
Despite its drawbacks, the 
Earnings Clearance System 
will 
have salutary effects, 
Hyams said. “ It is going to cut 
down a lot on your marginal 
cheater — a cheater whose 
heart is not in it. People who 
deliberately set out to defraud 
the system are going to do it 
notwithstanding," he said. 
The computer, on the other 
hand, watches everyone receiv­ 
ing aid for children so more 
possible violations are uncov­ 
ered. he said.

their rights, even though the 
state legislature was the first to 
ratify

women's 
rights 
amendment to the U.S. Consti­ 
tution. 
They trace their skepticism 
back to the early 19th Century 
and a 6-foot. 300-pound woman 
named Kaahumanu. This strap­ 
ping 
female 
won 
women's 
rights but 
then "blew it all 
when the missionaries came." 
said Barbara Milz. president of 
the HonJulu chapter of the Na­ 
tional Organization for Women. 
The situation m Kaahumanu's 
day would rankle any women's 
advocate. Members of the fair­ 
er sex were forbidden to eat 
pork, 
bananas and coconuts. 
And never were they to eat at 
the same table as men 
The 
Hawaiians called those kapus. 
or taboos, punishable by death 
You might also call it discrimi­ 
nation.

Ombudsman For Prisons 
Receives All The Gripes

ST. PAUL, Minn. — “ y o u ca ll this 
fa ir?” the 45 -y ea r-o ld inma te bello wed, 
his fa ce reddening . 


‘ I got a longer sentence hanging over 
my head for robbery than a guy they just 
sent up for first-degree murder. How 
come?” 


Theatrice Williams, the man to whom 
the convict was complaining at the Min­ 
nesota state penitentiary at Stillwater, 
remained calm in the prison's visitors' 
lounge. 


‘ There would appear to be a discrepan­ 
cy,” he replied. “ We’ll check it out and 
get back to you as soon as we can.” 
Momentarily mollified, the convict re­ 
turned to his cell, and Williams (who 
prefers to be called “ T” ) spent another 
hour listening to more inmate com­ 
plaints. 
He was only doing his job. Last July, 
Williams assumed a unique position as 
the state's “ ombudsman for corrections.” 
In this capacity he provides inmates at 
each of the nine correctional facilities in 
the state a channel for complaints of 
abuse or unfair treatment. 
His office was initially proposed by 
commissioner of corrections David Fo- 
gel, and the University of Minnesota Law 
.School department of criminal justice 
helped draft the idea shortly after the 
Attica prison uprising. Writers of the 
proposal cited the need for outlets for 
inmate grievances outside the depart­ 
ment of corrections. 
Though the ombudsman concept has 
been tried elsewhere in the U.S., it has 
had little success — either because it was 
within the department of corrections 
(Pennsylvania), or the ombudsman was 
himself an inmate elected by other pris­ 


oners (Washington). In these cases the 
ombudsman could not earn inmates’ con­ 
fidence or he had no power of authority. 
Fogel maintains that the Minnesota 
office — which is independent of his 
department — has teeth and therefore 
can be more responsive to complaints. 
“ We can t expect miracles, but the fact 
of ignoring inmate grievances has gone 
on far too long.” 
Since the Minnesota experiment began, 
other states, including Michigan, Mis­ 
souri, Illinois and Georgia, have started 
making inquiries into the ombudsman 
program, and indications are that their 
programs, if implemented, may be pat­ 
terned after this one. 
The office was created by Gov. Wendell 
Anderson but is temporarily supported 
by federal funds under the Law Enforce­ 
ment Assistance Act. The state legisla­ 
ture is expected to provide continued 
funding when the grant runs out next 
year. 
Williams — with a deputy and two field 
assistants — serves an adult and juvenile 
inmate population of about 2,500. 
In its brief existence, the office has 
received 115 complaints. While most have 
not yet been acted on, several decisions 
have involved policy changes within an 
institution. “ The main one would be 
getting the parole board to specify in 
writing why parole is denied,’’ Williams 
said. “ Toe often a prisoner is told that 
his attitude is bad. That’s no real reason. 
He should be told explicitly how his 
attitude should change.” 
Williams admitted that not all decisions 
have been to the inmate’s benefit. “ The 
fact is, he may be wrong. Maybe our 
telling him that, rather than a guard or 
prison official, will help him see where 
he’s wrong.” 
After receiving a complaint, Williams 
conducts an investigation, usually requir­ 


ing about two or three weeks. A recom­ 
mendation is made, though corrections 
officers are not bound to accept the 
recommendations. 


“ Certainly we’re aware of the prob­ 
lems of running a penal institution.” 
Williams said. “ And w-e aren’t going to 
try to t the whole establishment. But 
if our suggestions aren’t accepted, we 
are advised in writing. Should we reject 
the reasons for rejection, we can always 
approach the governor. I would hope, 
however, that we wouldn't have to use 
this channel very often. 


“ In the main,” said Williams, “ we are 
trying to see to it that prisoners are 
confined in as humane a way as possi­ 
ble.” 
Complaints may reach the ombudsman- 
through uncensored letters from institu­ 
tions, personal interviews at the prisons 
or through the intervention of a third 
party. 
Typical complaints received thus far 
include abuse from a guard, racial and 
religious discrimination, lack of vocation­ 
al opportunities or curtailing of activities 
of special interest group. 
Some inmates believe their complaints 
aren’t processed fast enough: other are 
disillusioned when decisions go against 
them. 
“ We’re often caught in the middle 
between the hard-liners who believe pris­ 
oners should be punished or left to rot in 
their cells, and the inmates who believe 
they're being abused,” Williams said. 
“ Certainly we aren’t anticipating that 
the penal system will do an about-face. 
The public just isn’t ready for sweeping 
reform. It’s necessary to deal with in­ 
mate grievances, and here at least, 
there’s hope for progress.”

$50 Million In Budget Surplus 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. 
Reagan and the Legislature 
have more than 
$50 million 
worth of “ breathing room” to 
put together a tax reform pack­ 
age that will look attractive to 
everyone. But that may not be 
enough. 
The breathing room comes 
from the surplus in the current 
state budget and the state’s 
share of new federal revenue 
sharing funds. 
Combined, those two sources 
give drafters of tax reform 
plans the leeway to propose tax 
shints which lower state taxes 
for almost all classes of taxpay­ 
ers. 
But 
supporters 
of local 
schools estimate that their 
needs alone run from $700 mil­ 
lion to over $1 billion annually 
to meet the 1971 Serrane vs. 
Priest equal education ruling of 
the State Supreme Court. 
They want all of the funds 
from the surplus and revenue 
sharing for local schools. 
The Republican governor, on 
the other hand, has proposed an 
across-the-board cut in state 
income taxes, and he says he 
will take the matter directly to 
voters in an initiative if the 
Legislature blocks him. 
The two factions united in 
this past election to oppose 
Prop. 14, the Watson tax initia­ 
tive. But beyond that, about all 
that they agree on is that it 
would be better to settle the tax 
matter in the Legislature than 
on the ballot. 
That's why a new round of 
tax reform-school finance nego­ 
tiations are under way in the 
final three weeks of the lame 
duck 1972 Legislature, and both

Democratic leaders don't 
want Reagan to start a voter's 
initiative drive to bypass them, 
and Reagan would rather deal 
with the present Legislature 
than the one with eight more 
Democratic 
assemblymen 
which will be seated next Janu­ 
ary. 


Reagan and Democratic lead­ 
ers of the Legislature have 
negotiated for two years to 
draft a tax reform measure 
that would give local schools 
more money and cut property 
taxes. 
Agreements 
have 
been 
reached on main issues - such 
as formulas for giving tax relief 
and on increasing the sales tax 
to pay for the tax breaks. But 
those agreements have broken 
down on details. 
Earlier this year Reagan and 
Democratic Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti agreed on a total 
$1.2 billion tax shift. Moretti 
sold fellow Democrats in the 
Assembly on the plan, but Dem­ 
ocratic leaders of the Senate 
balked and the compromise 
died last August four votes 
short of a two-thirds majority 
in the Senate. 
Backers of the Reagan-Moret- 
ti bill tried again last week, and 
came up just two votes short. 
This week a new set of bi­ 
partisan negoitations are sched­ 
uled to begin in a joint Senate- 
Assembly conference commit­ 
tee. 
The Reagan-Moretti bill 
w7ould boost support of local 
schools by $500 million a year 
and provide another $500 mil­ 
lion in property tax relief. 
Fees say a compromise will 
be worked out if the property 
tax relief provisions are put off 
until next year and the Legisla­ 
ture just concentrates on selv- 
ing school finance problems. 
But backers say the old bill is 
already the best compromise 
anyone will come up with. 
They say the conference com­ 
mittee may draft a school fi­ 
nance bill which both houses 
will approve, but it will be an 
idle act if it is vetoed by 
Reagan for failing to contain 
some of the property tax limit 
provisions Reagan won in his 
negotiations with Moretti. 


Leaders of both parties say 
cutting property taxes for 
homeowners is a top priority 
goal. Beyond that, Reagan 
wants a law which will put a lid 
on increases in property tax 
rates by local government. 


To get that from Moretti, the 
governor agreed to a large im­ 
mediate increase in state sup­ 
port of local schools plus a 
guarantee of annual cost-of-liv­ 
ing increases for local schools 
in future state budgets. 
Senate Democratic leaders 
James Mills and George Mos- 
cone say the deal Moretti made 
with Reagan gave up too much 
which Democrats want - such 
as more renter tax and too 
much for wealthier home­ 
owners. 
They say they want to negoti­ 
ate a new school support pack­ 
age this year, but that it’s too 
late to try to work out an entire 
complex tax reform including 
formulas for renter and home­ 
owner relief and tax rate limits. 
“ I'd like to see both school 
finance and property tax relief, 
but it’s obvious both can’t be 
done this year. School finance 
can be done this year,” Mos- 
cone said in an interview. 
That’s a fine idea, agrees 
Republican William Bagley of 
San Rafael, the Assembly au­ 


thor of Reagan's past tax plans. 
But Bagley says it won’t work. 
If all the surplus money that 
makes a tax package attractive 
is put in one bill to help schools 
and all of the unpopular fea­ 
tures - such as a sales tax hike 
and higher business and con­ 
sumer taxes - are put in anoth­ 
er bill, then the full plan won’t 
pass, he said. 


The property tax relief, w’hich 
Reagan says is badly needed, 
won’t be enacted if it has to be 
paid for entirely with revenue 
from increases in the sales tax 
and other taxes, he said. It 
takes surplus funds from some­ 
place to make the shift attrac­ 
tive to a majority of legislators 
and taxpayers. 
Reagan switched sides last 
\ear and endorsed the concept 
of payroll withholding of state 
incomes taxes, which raised the 
extra funds to make his tax 
plan of 1971 attractive. But that 
bill failed and witholding was 
imposed anyway to bail the 
state out of a fiscal crisis. 
Now revenue sharing funds j 
and the budge surplus are j 
available to sweeten the tax 
package Reagan supports. 
None of his aides expect him to 
give up these bonus revenue 
sources too without getting his 
tax reform.

The captain of a freighter 
which struck a bridge, plunging 
10 persons to their death, testi­ 
fied at a Coast Guard hearing 
today the huge vessel “ hesitat­ 
ed” and may have been turned 
the wrong way just moments 
before the accident. 


“ I noticed the ship hesitate,” 
said Capt. Frank Stanejko, 49, 
of Bridgeport. Conn. “ That was 
the wrong move. The ship nev­ 
er should have hesitated.” 


Stanejko w-as among the first 
witnesses to testify about the 
ramming of the Sidney Lanier 
Bridge at Brunswick, Ga., last 
Tuesday night. The crash top­ 
pled a 450-foot section of the 
drawbridge and trucks, cars 
and their occupants plunged 
into the Brunswick River. 


Earlier, chief mate F.J. Jo- 
hanson, 57, told how’ he re­ 
ceived an order to drop one 
anchor just before the 11,500-ton 
freighter hit the bridge. 


He said he had gone out on 
the wing of the bridge to deter­ 
mine the clearance for his ves­ 
sel through the drawbridge 
opening when he noticed the 
“ hesitation” and returned to 
the wheelhouse. At that time, 
Stanejko said, the pilot and a 
new helmsman were arguing. 


He said he thought the pilot 
said “ you had the wrong rudder 
on her” and when it became 
apparent that the vessel would 
strike the abutment, “ I can 
remember 
running 
to the 
bridge and shouting ’drop the 
anchor.’” 


Johannson said the ship was 
loaded with about 420 tons, 
mostly insecticides, and was 
“ rather light” but he felt at the 
time of the order to drop one 
anchor, “ we were proceeding 
normallv.” 


Pentagon Studying 
Military Closures 


WASHINGTON (UPD -The 
Pentagon is studying the possi­ 
bility of closing or curtailing 
operations of sev era l military 
and naval ba ses next year to 
lower the defense budget, it 
was learned today. 


Informed sources said none of 
the cutback plans are firm at 
this time. But they predicted 
there would be some reductions 
early next year, and larger 
ones after the next fiscal year 
begins July 1, 1973. 
Sources said the most imme­ 
diate way to achieve the cuts 
would be a reduction in the size 
of the armed forces. There are 
now’ about 2.3 million men in 
uniform, some 1.2 million less 
than the Vietnam War peak. 
Later reductions likely will 
involve civilian employes of the 
Pentagon and either the closure 
or reduction in the scope of 
operations of some military and 
naval bases, they said. 
Informants said the Defense 
Department 
expects to be 
asked to take a 10 per cent 
across-the-board cut in man­ 
power costs as its part of stay­ 
ing below the $250 billion feder­ 
al spending ceiling set by

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Cart 
dinal John Krol of Philadelphia, 
president of America’s Roman 
Catholic bishops, said today it 
is time for Americans to ad­ 
dress themselves to the chal­ 
lenges of reconstruction and 
reconciliation both at home and 
m Vietnam. 
“ God willing, the long and 
tragic conflict in Southeast Asia 
is apparently drawing to an 
end,” Krol told the opening 
session of the National Confer­ 
ence of Catholic Bishops, hold­ 
ing its semiannual meeting 


h e r e . 
“ It is time for Americans to 
address themselves to the chal­ 
lenges and opportunities of re­ 
construction and reconciliation 
not only in Vietnam but here at 
home as well,” Krol said. 
“ We pray fervently that the 
American people will do so in 
the spirit of Christ himself. We 
pray that the animosities, hos­ 
tilities, and recrimination will 
yield to a common effort to 
promote peace and brotherhood 
in our own country.” 
Besides Vietnam, the bishops 
are expected to focus major 
attention on the issue of educa­ 
tion and have before them a 
draft pastoral statement, titled 
“ To Teach As Jesus Did,” 


President Nixon. They said this 
would be opposed. 
A cut of that magnitude 
would reduce by about $4.2. 
billion the $76.5 billion defense 
budget. 


Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird is on record as opposing 
the federal spending ceiling, 
saying it would give Congress 
an excuse to slash defense 
spending, but he lost a battle to 
have his department exempted 
from the ceiling.. 
Manpower costs now account 
for more than half the defense 
budget. 
“ It’s not likely much will be 
taken out of research and de­ 
velopment, or replacing Navy 
ships, providing new Air Force 
aircraft —in other words, build­ 
ing the strategic forces back 
up.” one source said. 
“ That leaves manpower. Can 
we take a 10 per cent cut? 
Sure.” 
The Army is working on a 
plan to streamline its command 
structure and to get rid of 
unnecessary headquarters in 
the United States. This could 
include a merger of the 1st and 
3rd Armies, but sources said 
that alone was not likely to 
result in any base closings or 
significant manpower reduc­ 
tions.

Status Held 
Tolerated 


NEW YORK (UPI) -Ameri­ 
cans are generally tolerant 
about unmarried couples living 
together, according to a survey 
published by Life magazine. 


The survey released Sunday 
and based on 62.000 replies to a 
questionnaire, showed that 22 
per cent approved of the status 
of the unmarried couples, with 
50 per cent saying it was up to 
the couples themselves. Only 22 
per cent of those responding 
registered disapproval 


The survey revealed, howev­ 
er. that the stigma of illegiti­ 
macy is still alive, with the 
respondents rejecting 48 to 38 
per cent, having and rearing 
children outside marriage. 
The survey also indicated 
that a large majority—80 per­ 
cent—of Americans view their 
marriages as “happy” or “ very 
happy.” The magazine, which 
termed the sample a general 
rather than precise cross sec­ 
tion. said 60 per cent thought 
husbands should help around 
the house, but that 87 per cent 
were against a formal contract 
spelling out each other's house­ 
hold duties. 
"Collective fam ilies." in 
which everything but sex was 
shared met the approval of 40 
per cent of those who respond­ 
ed. but only 10 per cent said 
they accepted the concept of 
group marriage in which sex 
was shared. 
The magazine said that only 2 
per cent said divorce should 
never be permitted. 22 per cent 
said divorce would be accepta­ 
ble only in limited circum­ 
stances. and 43 per cent said 
divorce should be readily avail­ 
able if both partners want it.

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Occult World Is Not 
Strange To Minister

Dr. M. Thomas Starkes is probably the 


onl> Southern Baptist minister around 
who has participated in a black mass, 
talked to a man who died in the Civil War 
and been nearly knocked to the ground 
by a witch’s spell. 


Collecting weird experiences in ‘the 


occult world is all part of Starke's job as 
director of the Department of Interfaith 
witness for the Southern Baptist Home 
Mission Board in Atlanta. Ga. 


It all sounds strange, but less so when 


one considers the department seeks to 
establish greater communication and un­ 
derstanding among all types of religious 
groups in the United States. And Starkes 
sees the wide range of occult practices as 
religious rites which are becoming in­ 
creasingly popular and cannot be ig­ 
nored. 
‘There is a great fascination with the 


occult and it is becoming a major force, 
both among young people and adults,” 
said the genial 33-year-old minister. “ We 
needed someone in our group who would 
be familiar with the occult and could 
speak about it intelligently, without fear 
nr superstition. 
“ We needed someone who could really 


communicate with the people wrho are 
into these things.” 
So — for the past three years — 


Starkes, currently a guest professor at 
the Golden Gate Baptist Seminary in 
Strawberry — has traveled from coast to 
coast, collecting data on everything from 
astral projection to demonic possession. 
He has participated in ceremonies of 


all kinds ("as far as my conscience would 
permit me” ) and has interviewed many 
of the big names in the psychic “ Who’s 
Who.” from Diane Kennedy Pike, widow' 
of Bishop James Pike, to Anton Le Vey, 
the San Francisco Satanist. 
In his wanderings, the professor has 


met approximately 30 witches, 20 astolo- 
gers, 15 exorcists and 20 spiritualists. He 
has also encountered a variety of other 
rather unusual folk, including a man who 
had just spent a week in ancient Egypt 
on a psychic trip and a woman who had 
trouble getting her astral body to come 
down from the ceiling. 
Some of the experiences have been 


chilling ones, like a seance with four 
college students in Atlanta in August of 
last year. 
Starkes recalls that a “ shadowy, 


smoky substance" suddenly appeared in 
a corner of the room and the group heard 
a strong masculine voice speaking. 
“ The voice told us his name was Oscar, 


that he was Jewish and had fought in the 
Civil War. He said that if we went to a 
certain burial place in Virginia we would 
be able to find his grave and know it 
immediately.” 
A visit to the cemetery did reveal the 


grave the voice had mentioned. It was 
immediately recognizable because it had 
a star of David, rather than a cross, atop 
the stone. “ We later found out that 
Congress had passed a lawr three years 
before permitting Jewish soldiers, includ­ 
ing those already buried, to have the 
stars, rather than crosses on their 
graves.” Starkes said “ Before that, all 
soldiers had been buried under crosses, 
regardless of their religion 


On another occasion at the University 


of Oklahoma, Starkes went to the room of 
a known witch with two students who had 
been trying to convert the man 


“ We were standing there talking when 


the witch turned around and apparently

cast a spell. Our heads and shoulders 
snapped back like there was a force 
attacking us.” Extremely frightened, the 
three fled the room. Later, the two 
students developed livid bruises on their 
shoulders and chest. 
Although most cases of demonic pos­ 
session mentioned in the Bible are today 
discounted by many people as mental 
illness or convulsions, Starkes said his 
experiences have led him to the conclu­ 
sion that possession — even in 1972 — is a 
reality. 
In August of 1971, he said, he was 


present at the exorcism of a demon from 
a young woman who had, for no apparent 
reason, slipped into a deep depression 
about a year before. “ She had been a 
friendly girl from a wholesome family, 
but she hadn’t smiled in a year, could no 
longer study or make friends.” 
As the ceremony neared completion. 


Starkes said the girl began coughing and 
suddenly uttered “ a loud, inhuman cry, 
the weirdest thing you could imagine,” 
then threw up and went into convulsions. 
“ Just as the cry came forth. I saw- other 
people in the room acting as though they 
were being attacked by some force. 
“ From that moment on. the girl was 


fine, just as she had been before.” 
Starkes has come away from his explo­ 
rations with the conviction that the bur­ 
geoning interest in the occult is going to 
reap great benefit for the Christian 
religion. 
The obvious question is. why? 
Starkes believes that the rise of inter­ 
est in spiritualism, witchcraft. Satanism 
and the like is “ going to heighten interest 
in all things supernatural” and create a 
bridge back to traditional Christianity. 
He is also convinced that as people 


learn more about the occult and discover 
“ there is really something to it,” they 
will be more likely to renew other beliefs 
in the supernatural, including those 
which form the basis for the Christian 
religion. 
Starkes sees nothing wrong with a 


minister learning more about the occult 
world, though he has been sharply ciriti- 
cized by some people who think he has 
“ no business doing what I'm doing.” 
He defends his beliefs thus: “ Wherever 


truth is to be found in any kind of 
religious practice. I want to find it. no 
matter where it is.” 


San Rafael Man Found Dead 
In Auto Wreckage In Park 


The body of a San Rafael man was 


discovered yesterday in a wrecked car 
three or four days after he skidded off 
Boiinas Ridge Road in Mount Tamalpais 
State Park and plummeted about 500 feet 
to his death.

a stream at the bottom of a steep ravine. 


The man, Richard Reginald Hull, 19, of 


555 Canal Street, w as pronounced dead at 


5:30 p.m., but the county coroner's office 
said he probably died three or four days 
ago. 


He suffered massive head injuries and 


a broken arm and shoulder, the coroner's 
deputy reported.

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Behr Says Prison Part 
Of Peninsula Plan Area

San Quentin Peninsula bulked large in 


discussion at Saturday’s Larkspur Town 
Meeting, with a legislator warning that 
any planning done include future use of 
the state prison. 
Sen. Peter H. Behr. R-San Rafael, told 


the gathering of more than 100 persons at 
Redwood High School that the entire 
peninsula must be considered as an 
entity and said peacemeal planning 
would prevent the most beneficial use of 
the land. 
He reminded the conferees at the city’s 


third annual town meeting that he has 
asked the state to consider dedicating to 
public use the 440 acres, only 13 of which 
are occupied by prison buildings. 
He noted that the Golden Gate Bridge 


District plans a ferry terminal on the 
peninsula and that the Ixis Angeles firm 
of T I Properties plans major develop­ 
ment of about 200 acres. 
This and any other planning should be 


done in the context of the peninsula as a 
whole. Behr said, recommending that the 
city consider carefully any overall plan­ 
ning of the area. 
Residents made a series of recommen­ 
dations on San Quentin Peninsula, city 
planning and transportation, designed to 
control growth and maintain community 
character. 
Major recommendations included es­ 
tablishing a 40-member advisory commit­ 
tee to review the city’s general plan, and 
securing the North Ridge area, about 
1.300 acres, lying in Larkspur. Corte 
Madera, Mill Valley and unincorporated 
area, as open space under Marin Coun­ 
ty's open space program. 
Residents recommended a study to 


determine the impact on environment, 
economy, population, transportation, 
schools, fire protection and sewage facili­ 


ties before the city accepts a peninsula 
general plan and rezones the area. 


They also recommended that the public 


be guaranteed access to and views of the 
bay, that ridgetops be kept open, and 
that all structures be in proportion to 
natural surroundings, that there be open 
space, that traffic growth be kept within 
reasonable limits, that any development 
should “ yield a favorable return" to the 
city, that planned unit development or 
similar planning technique be applied to 
the area, that a significant part of the 
residential development be “ owner occu­ 
pied” and of moderate density and that 
some provision be made for Iow-income 
housing. 


David Van Pelt of Dan Coleman Asso­ 
ciates. which prepared the plan by T I. 
Properties for 200 acres in the Hutchin­ 
son Rock Quarry area, east of Highway 
101. said the recommendation for 1.450 
housing units previously mentioned 
wasn't final but a basis for study. 
In general planning, residents endorsed 


the proposed Marin County countywide 
plan to limit growth in Marin to 286.000 
by 1990. 
They also endorsed the policy of the 


Association of Bay Area Governments to 
limit the rate of growth to 1.7 per cent a 
year by land use controls, and restricting 
accessibility and urban services such as 
transportation, water and sewer systems. 
While considering a proposal to oppose 


any further widening of Magnolia Ave­ 
nue, one resident questioned the philoso­ 
phy of controlling growth by restricting 
transportation. “ Is the idea to have lousy 
public transportation to discourage 
growth9” he asked. 
Another resident said the “ idea is to 


accommodate the people here and not 
run a feeder line for others." Another 


Petaluma Allotment Panel 
Ends Preliminary Review 


The Petaluma Development Allotment 


Board has finished preliminary review of 
16 building applications and will begin 
weeding the winners from the losers 
Wednesday. 


The 17-member board must decide 


which of the building applications will be 
approved under the city's limitation of 
development to 500 dwelling units per 
year. 


Applications studied at the Saturday 


session included Lvle D. Hood's request 
for eight units on the northside of Grant 
Avenue off Mountain View Avenue. Hood, 
a member of the Petaluma Planning 
Commission, applied for two three-unit 
apartments and two single-family homes. 
Board members questioned if residents 
of the area might object to the apart­ 
ments since the neighborhood is now 
purely single-family homes. 


Petaluma Partners requested 100 


apartments as the first phase of a 480- 
unit development on 105 acres on the 
eastside of Ely Road at Caulfield Lane 
Extension. 


The total plan included 200 apartments, 


184 single-family homes, 96 townhouses. 
eight acres commercial and a five-acre- 
park. 
Carleton Reinaldo of the Old Adobe 


School District board said he saw no way 
that schools could accommodate the 
many new students the development 
would bring. Others complained that the 
greenbelt proposed in the environmental 
design plan had been totally disregarded 
by the builders. 


Receiving more favorable response 


was the application of Ronald Nunn for 
six homes on 10,000-square-foot lots on 
Dickson Hill off West Street. 


Camille Enterprises asked to build 51 


townhouse units on Keokuk Street near 
Magnolia Avenue. Members said the plan 
does not conform to the city general plan 
for the area. 


In another Camille application. 33 sin­ 
gle homes were requested for land south 
of Hillcrest Hospital near B Street. Board 
members questioned potential access 
problems and said plans were incom­ 
plete 


The application of J W Combs for 12 


houses on Cherry Street at the rear of St 
Vincent's school met with disapproval as 
members agreed the present street would 
be too narrow to accommodate the addi­ 
tional houses. 


In two separate applications, Valley 


Green Inc. requested 60 homes on Casa 
Grande Road west of Casa Grande Jun­ 
ior-Senior High School and 100 units on 
Ely Road north of the school. The second 
application would be the first phase of a 
254-home subdivision. 


For the next meeting Wednesday at 


7:30 p.m at city hall, members said they 
would prepare lists of questions on var­ 
ious applications to be put to city staff 
members. It is expected that next week 
developers will be called in to make 10- 
minute presentations to the board and to 
answer questions.

Redevelopment 
Agency Is On 
Novato Agenda 


The Novato City Council will reconsider 


establishing a redevelopment agency 
when it meets at 8 p.m. tomorrow at the 
Novato Community House. 
Last month the council voted to form 


the agency, then at a subsequent meeting 
reversed itself, voting 3-2 to terminate if. 
Councilmen George C. Quesada, Fred F. 
Ruegg and Dorothy Young voted to table 
the issue. 
The proposal to form the agency to 


bolster commercial development in the 
downtown area was opposed by some 
residents because redevelopment 
projects weren't specific and because it

19 72-73 Flu Vaccine Diffe rs 
From Tha t Av a ila ble In 19 71-72 


Influenza vaccine for th e 1972-73 period is 
different from th at available in th e 1971-72 
season. Th is y ear’s product h as more protec­ 
tive antigens and sh ould give better results. 
In addition, all flu vaccines, regardless of 
m anufacturer, are of th e h igh ly purified 
variety . As a result, few er adverse reactions 
are anticipated th an occurred with influenza 
vaccines used in th e past. 
Th e dosage sch edule is th e sam e as before. 
Th ose wh o received one or more doses of th e 
vaccine 
containing th e Hong 
Kong antigen (all influenza vac­ 
cines since 1968 -69) need only a 
single booster dose. But two 
injections will be needed for 
th ose wh o h ave not been im m u­ 
nized. Th is prim ary series con­ 
sists of two doses adm inistered 
six to eigh t weeks apart. Ac­ 
cording to th e Division of Biol­ 
ogies S tanda rds, vaccination 
sh ould be arranged so th at it is 
com pleted by mid-November. 
SOME PEOPLE need flu vac­ 
cine m ore th an oth ers. High est 
on th e list are th e ch ronically ill 
and older persons in general. 
Th ose with ch ronic debilitating 
conditions include people with 
arteriosclerotic, 
h y pertensive 
and congenital and rh eum atic 
h eart disease. Victims of pul­ 
m onary diorders, such as asth ­ 
m a. ch ronic bronch itis, em ph y ­ 
se m a , 
cy stic fib rosis, 
and 
adva nce d 
tub erculosis 
also 
need th e vaccine. It m igh t be 
well for diabetics to receive an 
annual flu sh ot. 
Many oldsters h ave potential­ 
ly ch ronic diseases, especially 
of th e h eart and lungs. Th ese 
individua ls a re c ons ide re d 
“ h igh risk” becaue th ey are 
• m ore likely to develop some 
se rious com plications sh ould 
th ey get th e flu. 
WE BELIEVE th at every one 
sh ould be vaccinated unless h e 
is h y persensitive to egg protein. 
Th e influenza vaccine is pre­ 
pared from viruses grown in 
em bry onic eggs and some of 
th e p rotein rem a ins. P h y si­ 
cians, nurses, druggists, teach ­ 
ers, and oth ers in close contact 
with th e public stand a greater 
ch ance of getting influenza. For 
th ese individuals, p rotec tion, 


even th ough not 100 per cent 
perfect, is advisable,

On Interv iews 


T h ere’s a lively m arket in 
books, play s, movie and TV 
sc rip ts ab out p risoners and 
prison life. And w riters, ever 
alert to trends, try to fill th e 
dem and. Often th ey base th eir 
copy on interviews with prison­ 
ers. 
But one w riter m et an ad- 
block on h is quest for auth entic­ 
ity . “ No interview s,” th e cor­ 
rections departm ent told h im. 
“ It’s against our policies.’’ Th e 
w riter th ough t th is was wrong. 
He went to court — and won. 
Th e departm ent's policy , th e 
court said, was too broad. It 
banned all interviews. 
Rules 
h ave to be based on wh at is 
reasonable and necessary to 
run th e jail safely . Th e public 
h as a righ t to know about th e 
prisons or th e penal sy stem , 
and w h at goes on in th em. 
Inm ates too h ave righ ts. Th ey 
m ay contact th e press, so long 
as th ey don’t violate discipline 
or interfere with orderly run­ 
ning of th e prison. 
A prisoner’s righ ts are lim it­ 
ed. But a total ban on writing to 
public officials or newsmen, vi­ 
olates th e righ ts of th e public as 
well as th e inmate.

Mansonites 
Suspected 
In Slayings 


STOCKTON. Calif. (UPII - 
Two men and three female 
members of the “ Manson Fam­ 
ily'’, were held today as sus­ 
pects in the cold-blooded slay­ 
ing of a young Marine and his 
wife. 


Police said the three women, 
arrested with the two men at a 
residence in Stockton Sunday, 
had scarred crosses on their 
foreheads —a mark that identi­ 
fied the women in the notorious 
Southern California hippie 
“ family" of Charles Manson. 


Menson and several other 
members of the gang are now 
serving prison terms for the 
slaughter of actress Sharon 
Tate and a number of other 
shocking "thrill" murders. 


The body of a young woman, 
shot through the head, was 
found in a shallow grave in 
Stockton Sunday. She was ten­ 
tatively identified as 19-year-old 
Lauren Willett, of I a d s Angeles, 
the wife of a young Marine 
whose body was found near 
Guerneville,-Calif., last week. 


Investigators said the woman 
had been dead only a day. She 
was killed by a ..‘18 caliber 
bullet through the head. 


The body of James T. Willett, 
26. was found last week by a 
hiker on a trail near the resort 
community of Guerneville. 60 
miles north of San Francisco. 
The victim's hand was protrud­ 
ing out of the ground. He had 
been dead several months. 
Police at Stockton, a major 
farming center 70 miles east of 
San Francisco, said they had 
arrested Michael Monfort. 24. 
Oct. 3 on charges of robbing a 
liquor store. He identified him- 
seli as Willett and later jumped 
bail on the charge. 
Officers recaptured him Sat­ 
urday and questioned him 
about having Willett's identifi­ 
cation. 
Others arrested at the apart­ 
ment were James Craig, 33; 
Priscilla Cooper. 21; Nancy Pit­ 
man. 24; and Lynette Fromme. 
24. Officers said they were all 
being held for investigation of 
the two murders. Willett's dis­ 
charge papers were found in 
the residence, according to po­ 
lice 
A Stockton detective said the 
group were all transients. 
"These people travel —Los 
Angeles, Guerneville. Sonoma 
County. San Francisco, Stock­ 
ton. They have no address," 
said an officer 
Monfort was 
described as a jail escapee. 
Miss Fromme was identified 
during Manson’s trial as the 
first female member of his 
“ fam ily." Miss Pitman ran 
away from home at 16 to join 
the group of hippie cultists.

Unruh To Oppose 
Yorty For Mayor 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) -Jess 
Unruh will formally announce 
his candidacy for mayor very 
soon. And like a prizefighter 
who has been out of the ring for 
two years, he is well-rested, 
wiser for past wear and eager 
to throw that first punch. 
“ I think we have a good shot 
if I can finance it; And I don’t 
think that should be too big a 
problem," he said. 
“ One on one I can beat any­ 
body in this city. I've never lost 
an election here, for myself or 
anyone I was handling." 
The former Assembly speak­ 
er. once California's most pow­ 
erful Democrat, discussed his 
views on the mayor's job, sized 
up his potential opponents and 
analyzed 
Sen 
George 
McGovern's landslide debacle 
during an interview in his 
eighth floor office of the Sub­ 
way Terminal Building, a few 
blocks from City Hall. 
"McGovern lost the election 
almost from the day he staked 
out his base for the primaries. 
He had to move so far over to 
the left to get support that it 
was highly dubious from then 
on whether he could ever get 
back far enough." said Unruh, 
who ran for governor as a 
liberal populist two years ago 
and lost to Gov. Ronald Reagan 
by a half million votes. 
Unruh added that organized 
labor, which generally re­ 
mained neutral during the pres­ 
idential election, will determine 
whether Democrats decline to 
minority party status or regain 
their majority strength. 
‘‘No other group has the on­ 
going muscle to really compete 
with the principle elements of 
the McGovern coalition. If or­ 
ganized labor doesn't move 
back into the Democratic party 
reasonably quickly and com­ 
pete for party control." he said, 
“ then I think the Democrats 
are in bad shape. " 
Just turned 50, Unruh again 
is putting on weight and is up to 
210. about 15 pounds over his 
fighting size in the 1970 cam­ 
paign. There is only a slim 
resemblance, however, to the 
300-pound "big daddy” that 
ruled the Assembly a decade 
ago. 
Republicans tagged Unruh 
with a "boss"label during his 16 
years in the legislature, seven 
of them as speaker. But he said 
unlike the gubernatorial race. 
“ I'm not going to run away 
from it this time. I’m going to 
run on my record, my ability 
and what I can do for the City 
of Ivos Angeles." 
"This city." Unruh said, "has 
to be the most incompetently 
organized entity in private or 
public life. The taxpayers are 
really getting clobbered." 
Unruh. offering a preview of 
issues he will raise during the 
campaign, said the city and 
county should eliminate dupli-

cative services. He also said 
the mayor should be "leading 
the charge" to develop a rapid 
transit system, obtain more 
federal money and lobby the 
legislature to eliminate tax 
breaks for businesses that lo­ 
cate in neighbor cities. 


“ There are businesses just 
over the line in Beverly Hills 
and El Segundo that pay $100 a 
year in business taxes. If they 
were across the line in Los 
Angeles they'd be paying $75,- 
000“ . he said. 
If no candidate receives more 
than 50 per cent of the vote in 
next April’s primary election, a 
runoff will be held in late May 
between the top two vote get­ 
ters. 
The other candidates are ex­ 
pected to be Mayor Sam Yorty, 
seeking a fourth four-year 
term; Tom Bradley, a black 
city councilman who lost to 
Yorty in a bitter 1969 runoff, 
and Tom Reddin. a former po­ 
lice chief who quit to become a 
television commentator. 
Here is how Unruh sized 
them up: 
Yorty—“ I don't think he has 
much strength among the vot­ 
ers. given some reasonable al­ 
ternatives. But I still think he 
has the ability to raise money. 
He has the business community 
a bit afraid of him. He cannot 
be re-elected unless he gets 
Tom Bradley through the pri­ 
mary." 
Bradley—“ He is very strong 
in a primary, but cannot win a 
runoff. He still is supported by 
a majority of blacks and the 
hard-core liberals, but beyond 
that I don't see any of his old 
coalition left. He lost it by a 
wishy-washy campaign and by 
the fact some people don't think 
he can win." 
Reddin—"If he'd run directly 
from the chief of police's job 
he d probably have been un­ 
beatable. He had a responsible 
city job. but left that for more 
money. He clearly bombed out 
as a television commentator. 
Now he's back looking for a 
city job again.” 
Unruh will enter the race 
with the same campaign man­ 
agement firm — Spencer-Rob­ 
erts —that guided Reagan 
through the 1966 and 1970 gub­ 
ernatorial contests. 
Since leaving the legislature. 
Unruh has taught law school 
classes, been a consultant for a 
land developer, delved into con­ 
flicts of interest for the Carne­ 
gie Foundation, conducted a 
radio talk show and dabbed as 
a broadcast newsman.

He has 
not receiv ed the p u b licity giv en to other defensiv e 
ends in the National Footb all Leagu e, b u t there is 
no dou b t he is one of the b est in the b u siness. 
Teams don't ru n his side of the line mu ch. Hart 
p lay s on the left side of the 4 9 ers defense, with all- 
p ro lineb acker Dav e Wilcox and all-p ro corner- 
b ack Jim m y Johnson b ehind him.

ish 1972 football season came to 
a predictable end Saturday as 
the Santa Rosa Junior College 
Bear Cubs dumped the Tars 20- 
7 at Kentfield. 
The loss, eighth for the Tars 
in nine games, left them with 
an 0-5 record in Camino Norte 
Conference play , good for last 
place. Santa Rosa finished 6-3 
overall, £ 2 in the CNC. 
Despite the loss, the Tars had 
to be happier than in the two 
pervious weeks, when they ab­ 
sorbed 60-7 and 43-7 drubbings. 
In a temporary reversal of 
form, they had the score tied 7- 
7 at halftime, and came within 
six y ards of evening things 
again in the waning moments of 
the third quarter. 
But Santa Rosa outmanned 
and outweighed the injury -rid­ 
dled Kentfield team, and those 
factors took a toll in the late 
going. 
The second time they got the 
baD in the third period, the 
Bear Cubs scored the winning 
touchdown on a 37-y ard play 
action pass from Gary Margi- 
son to halfback Jerom e Dowdy . 
Rod Mummert wrapped up the 
scoring in the fourth quarter 
with an 11-y ard touchdown run 
which followed the fifth and 
final interception off Tar quart­ 
erback Kevin Donohoe. 
All was not dismal for Dono­ 
hoe, however. He directed Ma­ 
rin 53 y ards on 10 play s toward 
the end of the first half and 
capped the drive with a 2-y ard 
plunge that tied the score. 


followed the opening kickoff, 
and covered 64 y ards in 11 
play s. Gene Lile hit Jam es 
Brown with a 17-y ard TD toss. 


Santa Rosa used eight run­ 
ners to rack up 226 y ards, and 
Dowdy accounted for 73 on 16 
carries. Marin gave the ball 19 
times to workhorse Mark Cos­ 
tello, who responded with 54 
y ards. 


Donohoe’s woeful passing sta­ 
tistics, seven completions in 26 
attempts, weren’t helped by the 
inability of his receivers to hold 
the ball. They tipped three 
passes into the eager hands of 
Santa Rosa defenders.

My good 
wishes go with y ou, and please 
convey my warmest personal 
regards to the Prime Minister.” 
On the final ninth hole green 
where Nicklaus missed a 10-foot 
birdie putt, Tanaka responded 
to the request of news photogra­ 
phers and putted with Nicklaus 
giving him advice. 
Nicklaus, who won the famed 
Masters in April and the presti­ 
gious U.S. open golf champion­ 
ship in June, arrived Thursday 
mainly to lay out a new golf 
course in Tochigi prefecture, 
north of Tokvo.
